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The Church Marches On

Those who have observed the 
progress of the Church of God 
over a period of twenty-five years 
are concluding that she is march- 
ing on! A retrospect of the high 
lights of the past reveals some in- 
teresting things—struggles and 
blessings, conflicts and victories. 

There was the time when the 
Church was small in numbers, and 
when fires of persecution raged; 
when we had no friends save those 
who were touched by the Spirit. 
Other churches generally were not 
tolerant; their ministers seldom 
extended courtesies of brotherly 
love. We had few cozy church 
buildings. Our faithful ministers 
battled heroically against gaunt 
poverty and sacrificed cheerfully 
to propogate as grand a cause as 
was ever cherished by saints or 
martyrs. The odds were against 
them. Howling mobs of hoodlums 
hectored and embarrassed them. 
False witnesses blackmailed and 
maligned them. Public authorities 
threatened them. The press that 
today sings our praises in bold 
headlines ridiculed and vexed us 
with humiliating nicknames, to 
say nothing of the scathing satire 
with which they berated our meet- 
ings. But the shout of a King was 
among us, and the Church was 
marching gn! 

The news of the greatest con- 
vention ever held in Chattanooga 
—The General Assembly of the 
Church of God — has set many 


people to thinking. It means that 
success has crowned the faichful 
labors of His feariess fieralds of 
the truth and that multiplied thou- 
sands have heard the good news 
and believed. It proves that those 
sturdy preachers of twenty-five 
years ago were more than a set of 
brainless fanatics preying upon 
the weak; that after all they were 
men of vision and God was_ with 
them, as He always is with those 
who contend for the faith. 

It is alleged that one of Ten- 
nessee’s former governors threat- 
ened to “Run‘that thing out of 
Cleveland,” .referring to the 
Church of God. The honored gen- 
tleman of Tennessee is dead now 
—at peace we trust—but the 
Church marches on! 

Concerning the growth and prog- 
ress of His Kingdom. Jesus said. 
“The kingdom of heaven is like to 
a grain of mustard seed, which a 
man took, and sowed in his field: 
which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is 
the greatest among herbs, and be- 
cometh a tree, so that the b'rds of 
the air come and lodge in the 
branches thereof.” Matt. 13:31-32. 

He was particularly careful to 
illustrate the smallness of the mus- 
tard seed, the smallest of all seeds 
that develops into a great plant, 
the greatest among herbs. He said 
the Kingdom of Heaven was like 
that. Reflecting upon the history 


of the Church we know now what 
He meant. 

Jesus was here among men, tne 
Son of God, but He had been born 
in a stable. He was the Messiah, 
but to the Jews He was of obscure 
birth; He had great popularity, but 
the crowd was weak and vacillat- 
ing, and He was desp'sed and re- 
jected. He wrought many miracles, 
but died in blood and shame on a 
cross, taunted, jeered by a godless 
rabble. Yet the same Jesus spoke 
in high terms of the Kingdom of 
God, the Kingdom of Heaven, and 
proposed to build a church. 

If the proud philosophers of that 
day ever discussed the possibilities 
of His founding a church, we may 
be assured that their opinions were 


not very encouraging, and that 
someone said, “Its chance for ex- 
istence will be small.’”’ Someone 


might have ventured, “He nor His 
cause can ever outlive that story 
of obscure birth. (The Jews said 
He was born out of wedlock.) He 
had no wealth. And most unfor- 
tunate of all, He died between 
thieves on a cross. We fear His 
cause will be shortlived.” 

He had some followers, but 
some of them were secret disci- 
ples, and in His passion the others 
forsook Him and fled. It looked 
like all was lost. How true to the 
parable, and how like the mustard 
seed. The beginning was small, but 
it is said that poor beginnings of- 
ten make guod endings We shall 
see. 

But when Jesus rose from the 
grave things touk on a different 
color. Old faith was revived. confi-

sia in 1918, President Venustiano 
Carranzo of Mexico in 1920, Prem- 
ier Takashi Hara of Japan in 1921, 
Premier Michael Collins of the Ir- 
ish Free State in 1922, and Presi- 
dent Gabriel Naratowicz of Poland 
in the same vear. We had a mere 
breathing spell of peace among 
world rulers before President-elect 
Alavaro Obregon of Mexico was 
slain in 1928 and again the slaying 
of President Paul Demour cf 


France in 1932, also Premier Tsuy- 
oshi Inukai of Japan during the 
same year. In the year 1933 Presi- 
dent Luis M. Sanchez Cero of Pe- 
ru, King Nadir Shah of Afghanis- 
tan-and Premier Ion G. Duca ot 
Rumania were slain. Coming to the 
tragic year of 1934 world peace 
has been tremendously threatened 
and confidence shattered by the 
slaying of Minister of Interior 
Bronis Law Pieracki of Poland fo1- 
lowed by the slaying of Chancellor 
Englebert Dollfuss of Austria arbi 
King Alexander >f Jugo-Slavia. Ir 
will also be remembered that our 
President Roosevelt suffered an 
attempt of assassination at Miaml, 
Fla. Can the world continue with- 
out another war if such assassina- 
tions and encroachments contin- 
ue?

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The Sealed Book

Rev. 5:1 

“And when I looked, behold, an 
hand was sent unto me; and, lo, a 
roll of a book was therein; And he 
spread it before me; and it was 
written within and without: and 
there was written therein lamenta- 
tions, and mourning, and woe,” 
Ezek. 2:9, 10. 

“And I saw in the right hand of 
him that sat on the throne a book 
written within and on the back- 
side, sealed with seven seals,” Rev. 
5:1. 

First we want to find out what is 
in this sealed book. Ezek. 2:9, 10 
says there were lamentations, 
mourning and woe. In Dan. 12:4- 
10, after the angel of God had 
given Daniel understanding con- 
cerning the seventy weeks of deso- 
lation, etc., and told him of the 
time of troubles such as never was 
before and never shall be and how 
long it would last, etc., Daniel ask- 
ed him what would be the end of 
these things. It was told him to go 
his way for the words were closed 
up and sealed till the time of the 
end, so we find that this book was 
to be sealed until the time of the 
end. 

Latter clause of v. 10, “And 
there was written therein lamenta- 
tions, mourning and woe.” In Rev. 
5 John saw this sealed book in the 
hand of Him that sat on the throne. 
Some people may not see in the 
Bible scripture to prove that some 
of the saints will escape the tribu- 
lation. Please read carefully the 
fifth chapter of Revelation. We 
find by the words of an angel that 
the seals were to be opened, and 
the question was asked, “Who is 
worthy to open the seals?” No 
man in heaven nor in earth was 
able to open them. Well it seem» 
by V. 3 that there were men In 
heaven before the seals were open- 
ed. Again, in V. 5, notice that 
there were also elders in heaveh 
before the seals were opened. After 
one of the elders said Christ could 
open the seals we find in vv. 8, 9 
that these elders and beasts felt 
down, wershipped Christ, and sang 
a new song, saying, “Worthy art 
thou to take the book and open the 
seals thereof, for thou hast re- 
deemed us (the beasts and elders) 
to God by thy blood out of every 


kindred tongue and people.” We 
find from these verses that these 
beasts and elders are saints of Gou 
that have been redeemed by the 
blood of Christ out of every 
tongue and nation. We have proved 
by these scriptures that the seats 
on this book are to be opened by 
Christ at the time of the end, ac- 
cording tc Dan. 12:4-10, or ac the 
latter part of the seve*®> weeks of 
the prophecy of Daniel, just be- 
fore Christ reigns with His saints 
one thousand years. And there are 
lamentations, mourning and woe 
written in this book according to 
Ezek. 2:9, 10. We have also proved 
that there will be some saints in 
heaven before these seals are 
opened, who have been redeemed 
by the blood of Christ. 

Now we will take up the opening 
of the seals from Rev. 6. When the 
first seal was opened there weat 
forth a white horse and tie rider 
on the horse had a bow anda 
crown was given unto him. Before 
we explain this horse and rider let 
us see what happened when the 
second seal was opened. And when 
the second seal was opened there 
went forth a horse that was red 
and power was given unto the rider 
of this horse to take peace from 
the earth, that they should kill one 
another. There was given unto him 
a great sword. We find thata 
crown was given the rider of the 
white horse, which proves that 
this rider is a king. In Dan. 7:23 an 
angel tells Daniel about a fourth 
kingdom on earth which shall de- 
vour the whole earth, etc. V. 24 of 
this chapter tells of a certain king 
that shall arise out of this kingdom 
and v. 25 says that he shall speak 
great words against the Most 
High. Now vv. 26, 27 prove that 
this king shall have dominion of 
the world just a short time before 
Christ reigns. An angel tells Daniel 
in v. 19 of chapter 8 that he would 
make him to know what would be 
in the last end of indignation. V. 
24 says that his power shall be 
mighty and he will destroy the 
holy people. V. 25 says he shall 
cause craft to prosper and further 
says he will by peace destroy 
many. 

In Dan. 9:27 we find that this 
king shall make a covenant with

Soul 


(DO YOU KNOW HIM)

All Christians are more or less 
acquainted with him; we know 
him by the name of Satan, devil, 
that old serpent, the great red dra- 
gon, the roaring lion, etc., but are 
you acquainted with him as an an- 
gel of light or as one dressed in 
sheep’s clothing or priestly gar- 
ments? 

It is necessary to know your en- 
emy and the method of his attack 
that we may better know how to 
defend ourselves against him, 
therefore, we should be able to re- 
cognize the devil in any form that 
he may appear. John said believe 
not every spirit but try the spirits 
whether they are of God, this is 
indeed a very worthy warning and 
should be heeded with much ap- 
preciation, because the devil the 
adversary of our soul can so soft- 
ly and sweetly whisper into our 
ears and make the wrong look so 
reasonable and right that some 
times it is difficult for even the 
best of people to detect his pre- 
sence from that of God. 

When Jacob undertook to de- 
ceive his father he dressed in 
Esau’s goodly raiment and his 
mother put the skin of kids on his 
hands and upon the smooth of his 
neck and he took to his father the 
same kind of savoury meat that 
Isaac had ordered of Esau. Isaac 
being old and almost blina said un- 
to Jacob, Come near I pray thee, 
that I may feel my son, whether 
thou be my very son Esau or not, 
and Jacob went near unto. his 
father and he felt him and_ said, 
The voice is Jacob’s voice, but the 
hands are the hands of Esau, and 
he discerned him not because his 
hands were hairv as the hands of 
Esau, thereby, through deceit, Ja- 
cob received the blessing that 
rightly belonged to his’ brother 
Esau, and when Esau understood 
that Jacob had taken his blessing 
he cried with an exceeding great 
and bitter cry. and pled earnestly 
and in tears with his father to 
bless him also, but Isaac said, Thv 
brother came with guile and hath 
taken away thy blessing. 

The adversary of our soul does 


not every time take our blessing 
by force, but comes with guile, 
clothed with innocent raiment, 
with his lies all half truth, as he 
did to mother Eve in the garden of 
Eden. If he had appeared unto Eve 
in the form of a vicious roaring 
lion, vigorously demanding that 
she eat of the forbidden fruit, she 
would have fled from him in fear. 
But instead of making a fearful, 
dreadful appearance, he came us 
the most subtle beast of all the 
field, not pressing his argument 
but reasoning with his lies en- 
shrouded with truth and she was 
overcome and yielded to him be- 
cause of his innocent way of pre- 
senting the evil that he had for 
her. 

We all know him in the rough 
as a vicious, roaring lion, and it is 
hardly reasonable that he would 
be successful in persuading 4 
Christian to indulge in such sins 
as drunkenness, murder, gamb- 
ling, robbery, etc. Such tempta- 
tions are easily overcome because 
the cloak is pulled off them and 
everybody can see their evil. 
When the roaring lion came out 
against David and the flock, he 
slew him. When the great Goliath 
defied the armies of Israel, David 
easily brought him to earth with a 
sling and a small stone. But one 
day, after becoming a great and 
mighty king, he took a good rest 
upon his bed and arose and walked 
upon the roof of the king’s house 
with an idle mind and saw a wom- 
an very beautiful to look upon, 
bathing herself some distance 
away. He first thought evil, then 
yielded to the temptation, sent for 
that innocent, good looking wo- 
man and fell into disgrace and 
shame. Samson also killed the lion 
that roared against him, and slew 
a thousand Philistines with the jaw 
bone of a mule, and carried away 
the gate of Gaza. He also broke 
the seven green withes that bound 
him as a thread of tow is broken 
when it touches the fire; the sev- 
en new ropes that bound his hands 
were broken as threads and he ran

whom he loved, captured him and 
she rocked him lullaby to sleep 
upon her knees and shorn him of 
his power and glory. 

We may imagine the devil to be 
a big, red-nosed, raw-boned, fear- 
ful looking beast, with great eyes 
slaming with fire and seven arcad- 
ful horns upon his head, tramping 
through the flames of hell with a 
big pitchfork in his hands, heaping 
the red coals upon the wicked. But 
I think we had best think of him 
as a great king of all demons, with 
a throne in the air, often taking a 
walk up and down through the 
earth, seeking whom he may de- 
vour, and often transforming him- 
self into an angel of light. One 
does not have to go to a gambling 
den, a saloon, house of vice, vr 
some musty underworld dive to 


find him, for he parades the 
streets in the most beautiful 
forms.

When he loses & soul ne, 
like Pharaoh of Egypt who pur- 
sued the Israelites on their way to 
Canaan, is after them with all 
his might, using every deceitful 
and undermining method to allure 
and turn them back again into the 
wilderness of sin. 

A Christian never gets too old 
nor too strong for the devil to at- 
tack them, and regardless of what 
one may have overcome in the 
past ,there is great danger in fall- 
ing over temptations that may 
seem to be milder. Some times 
people fall from high bridges or 
other high places with but little in- 
jure, while at other times they re- 
ceive broken limbs from falling on- 
ly a few feet or slipping and falling 
on frozen ground The devil knows 
just when, where, and how to 
make his attacks. He hits in the 
weakest place of your life and of- 
fers as a temptation that which he 
thinks to be the most desirous. He 
attacked Christ when He was 
weak from a forty days’ fast, and 
offered Him bread. When Jesus 
had refused, he knowing that 
Christ had come to the world seek- 
ing a kingdom, turned to what he 
thought would be the next great- 
est temptation, and offered him all 
the kingdoms of this world and 
their glories if He would onlv fall 
down and worship him. but Christ 
refused his offer and finally stood 
as a victor and an angel came 
down and ministered unto Him.

In the middle of the week 
he will break his covenant with 
them and then shall be lamenta- 
tions, mourning 2nd woe, so we 
find that this white horse mneans 
peace and prosperity which shall 
last for half of this week. Power 
was given the rider of the red 
horse to take peace from the earth, 
so this proves that there was peace 
on the earth during the time uf the 
white horse, or it could not have 
been taken from the earth. 

Now we come to a close for this 
time concerning the opening of 
the seals, as Iam sure we have 
given sufficient proof from the 
Scriptures that these seals  eing 
opened will bring about the time 
known as Jacob’s trouble, great 
tribulation, also the last week of 
the seventy weeks of Daniel’s 
prophecy just before the saints of 
the Most High take the kingdom 
and reign a thousand years. with 
Christ.

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A REPORT FROM THE WEST 
FLORIDA DISTRICT 


Giving honor to whom honor is 
due. Rom. 13:7, 

After spending two years in Key 
West, Fla., as pastor of the church, 
it seemed good to the Holy Ghost 
and those over us in the Lord, that 
we be transferred to this place as 
district pastor. By the grace of the 
Lord Jesus we arrived on the work 
Oct. 25th. We have only four 
churches on this district and will 
endeavor to account for them as 
follows: 

At Holmes Valley, near Vernon, 
we found the folks on fire for the 
Lord (with some possible few ex- 
ceptions) and a number to be bap- 
tized and added to the church. To 
date we have filled two appoint- 
ments there, baptizing thirteen and 
receiving ten into the church. This, 
so far as we know, is the result of 
the labors of our evangelist, sister 
L. E. Alford. 

At Stone Chapel, near Ponce de 
Leon, we found the church still 
pressing the battle and some 
shouting the victory. We were 
there three nights, baptized four 
and received five into the church. 
Two others who could not be pre- 
sent at the services were received 
into the church at their homes. 
Credit for this work goes to Broth- 
er George Moore and Sister Al- 
ford, so far as we know at this 
time. 

Our next appointinent was Pen- 
sacola where our esteemed Broth- 
er and co-worker, D. P. McDonald, 
is pastor. Here we found the 
church moving on from victory to 
greater victory. At Bethany Holi- 
ness Church, six miles from Pen- 
sacola, we found a little band of 
saints who were ready to come in- 
to the Church of God, so after 
preaching to them on the Church, 
eight, including their leader, lined 
up to be fellowshipped into the 
church, This was a wonderful ser- 
vice. But there was not enough 
material with which to set a 
church in order, so we placed their 
membership at Pensacola. Service 
Sunday night at Pensdcola was 
beyond anything that we have ev- 
er seen for a small church and or- 
dinary service. The building was 
packed so far as seating room was 
concerned, and after a good song 
service we spoke to the people on 
the subject of ‘What Love Did,” 
then gave opportunity for those 
who might wish to be added to the 
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church. Seven lined up and about 
the time we were thru extending 
to them the right hand of fellow- 
ship others began coming, one and 
two at a time, until six others had 
been received in the fellowshir 
There was conviction, and people 
crying all over the building. 

This gave us a total of twenty- 
One new members for Pensacola 
and a total of thirty-eight for the 
district since our coming here. We 
found a wonderful spirit in the 
work at Pensacola, a good Sunday 
School under the very competent 
leadership of Brother W. E. Lee. 
The attendance the Sunday we 
were there was one hundred seven, 
and Brother Lee informed me lat- 
er that their average for the past 
month was ninety. We give the: 
credit for this work to Brother 
McDonald and his faithful band of 
co-workers, for whom we bespeak 
still greater victories throughout 
the coming year, if Jesus tarries. 
AND NOW, FIRST, LAST aid AL- 
WAYS, for all that has and will 
be accomplished, we cetrainly do 
render all the praise, glory, ma- 
jesty and honor to our great Hea- 
venly Father,, His precious Son, 
Jesus Christ, and the precious 
Comforter which is the Holy 
Ghost. 

We are kept quite busy as this 
is a large district and many calls 
for services which we are unable 
to fill for lack of time. We expect 
to organize a Sunday School in 
Bonifay tomorrow, Dec. 2nd, D. V 
There are great opportunities here 
for the Church of God and those 
who wish to labor for the Lord's 
Kingdom.
